( II ) It is not possible to lay down precise standards for 
weight in rclation to height and age. The correlation tablc ls, 
therefore, only a guide and cannot be applicd unlversally. A 
10 per cent departurc from the average weight given in the 
table is to be considered as within normal limits. There may 
nevertheless be some individuals who according to the above 
standard may be overweight but from the general build or 
the body are fit in every respect. The over -weight in such 
cases may be due to heavy bones and muscular development 
and not to obcsity . Similarly for those who are under -weight,
